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WEEKLY REVIEW. 

Oils are quiet. The prices for nearly 
all show a declining tendency. Paints 
are having a moderate trade, with no 
changes of consequence. Chemicals 
are quiet, with prices for the most part 
steady. Fertilizersare depressed owing 
to continued lack of demand. Dyes 
are in fairdemand. Gambier is firmly 
held, while Divi-Divi is weaker. In 
drugs—Opium is higher, morphine 
firmer, quinine dull. 

Money is in more active demand, 
and borrowers on _ stock collaterals 
sometimes have to pay a small commis- 
sion in addition to the legal rate of 6 
per cent. 

Loans on Government bonds can 
be had at 2 1-2@8 per cent, and time 
loans on stocks at 6 per cent. For 
commercial paper 5!4@6 per cent. are 
the figures for the best class of bills.

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THE OPIUM MARKET. 

The upward tendency which has 
been developed in opium during the 
past two or three weeks is a movement 
that has been expected to occur at al- 
most any time for several months past. 
To what extent it is legitimate in the 
sense of being due to diminishing sup- 
plies is a question which naturally oc- 
curs to every one in the trade in view 
of the fact that this product has been 
so largely manipulated by speculators 
for two years or more. The statistical 
position, so far as it will serve to throw 
| any light upon the position,is presented 
in the following statement of imports 
and withdrawals for export and home 
consumption. We give these figures 
by months for the past year and in 
pounds. Where referenceis made to 
cases it is on the basis of 150 lbs to the 
case.

The withdrawals for home consump- 
tion are equal to about 30 cases per 
week, which is usually estimated as the 
consumption exclusive of the takings 
of manufacturers, where supplies are 
drawn to aconsiderable extent through 
the Philadelphia custom house, and 
would not appear in the above table, 
that applying solely to New York. 
The stock in bond on January 1st was 
equal to 846 cases, or about 500 cases 
less than at the corresponding date 
last year. The duty paid stock is al- 
ways an unknown quantity, but is esti- 
mated now at about 600 cases, or very 
little different from what it was at this 
time in 1881. It is probable, however, 
that it has been somewhat reduced 
by the takings of manufacturers. In 
any event the total supply ap- 
pears to be less by at least 500 
cases than it was a year ago, and 
is equal, on the most liberal basis, to 
somewhat under a year’s supply for the 
home markets alone, taking no ac- 
count of export wants. This by no 
means represents an impoverished 
market, but it is materially better than 
the condition which prevailed at this 
time last year, and lends considerable 
encouragement to the ‘‘bull” move- 
ment. 

The figures for the whole country, as 
shown by the last circular of the Bu- 
reau of Statistics give the following

This would indicate withdrawals for 
consumption for all markets of 53 cases 
per week, and includes, of course, what 
is taken by manufacturers that does 
not appear in the New York returns,as 
well as direct imports in bond to in- 
terior markets. As this is a fair sup- 
ply, it is likely that the diminution of 
the stocks in bond may be regarded as 
representing about all the reduction 
that has occurred, and that for the 
whole country is nearly 600 cases. To

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THE OIL CAKE MARKET. 


For some months past the market 
for oil cake has been steadily declin- 
ing and is now in a weak and depressed 
condition. Last summer the prospects 
of a profitable fall and winter business 
were flattering. The corn crop was 
short and speculation in this staple 
promised to force prices to a point 
which would prohibit its use for feed- 
On the strength of this 
shippers made large contracts for cake 
during August, September and Octo- 
ber, expecting to realize largely on 
their purchases, but the result has

been anything but satisfactory. Last 
summer the barley crop of Great 
Britain was large and very promising, 
but just before harvesting time heavy 
rains damaged it to such an extent as 
to render it unfit for malting, and con- 
sequently it was thrown on the market 
as feeding stock. Added to this, the 
potato crop was very large, and al- 
though a market was found in this 
country for a portion of the crop, there 
was still more left than the ordinary 
home trade could consume, and the 
surplus was added to the stock of feed- 
ing stuffs. Finally, as though Nature 
had not been hard enough on the hold- 
ers of oil cake, she must needs send a 
mild winter to Great Britain, one so 
mild that the cattle have found good 
pasturage throughout the season, and 
have not been housed even during 
what are usually the most inclement 
months. In the face of all these cir- 
cumstances it is not surprising that oil 
cake should be bringing low prices at 
the time when sellers should be mak- 
ing the greatest profits. During the 
month of February there were sales of 
city cake from domestic seed in Lon- 
don at £7 10s., delivered, and on many 
of the sales recently made the sellers 
have sustained losses. It is estimated 
by a gentleman well acquainted with 
the market that not one-tenth of the 
cake bought here during the past 
three months for shipment has brought 
or will bring enough abroad to allow 
the holders to come out even. The fu- 
ture of the market is very uncertain 
and depends upon the weather. If, as 
sometimes happens in England after 
an open winter, there should be a wet 
and cold spring the chances are in fa- 
vor of better prices for oil cake, but 
even it would depend upon the supply 
of other feeding stuff. With low prices 
here, cheap freights and high rates of 


exchange, oil cake can now be laid down 
in Great Britain at a lower price than 
was ever before known. 





THE STANDARD WANTS SOME- 
THING NEW. 

The press reports of the case which 
has just been tried at Harrisburg of 
the Commonwealth versus the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, inform us that friends 
of the monopoly stated at the conclu- 
sion of the trial that while they ex- 
pected the prosecuting attorneys would 
“pitch into” the defendant, they also 
expected they would say “something 
new.” At the first blush this seems a 
reasonable expectation, but, a mo- 
ment’s reflection will conve ‘even 
these disappointed friends mon- 
opoly that. it was somewhat unfeason- 
able. What could be said discredit- 
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importation of 436,000 lbs., or nearly as 
much as was imported in 1880. That 
we shall have any such import may 
reasonably be doubted from the pres- 
ent condition of the foreign markets. 
The stock out of bond here would make 
up a portion of this deficit, though 
there is certainly every promise that 
before the new crop comes in supplies 
will have run down to a lower point 
than has been reached for some years. 
We are far from predicting a ‘“‘ boom”

vidual members, that has not already 
been said? What disereditable things 
that it might have done, that it has 
not already been shown repeatedly to 
have done? We watch the course of 
the Standard Oil Company about as 
closely as any one, we believe, and we 
fail to see how any entirely new crimes 
could be charged to it. Its course isa 
constant repetition of old crimes, but 
we have failed to observe many new 
and original ones for some time, and 
the State’s Attorney could scarcely 
have hoped to recite any hitherto un- 
told infractions of the law in his plea 
for the prosecution. We: know not 

how far the press reports fall short of 
correctly stating his plea, but it seems 
to us that he might have made an 

overwhelmingly convincing case. For 

instance, proof that the Standard has 

large interests in Pennsylvania could be 

easily proven to the satisfaction of any 

court not owned by the monopoly. To 

be sure its own name seldom appears, 

but the operations of its touls would 

be found to be so much in excess of 

the capital represented in the minor 

corporations under cover of which 

they work, as to leave no doubt as to 

the taxable interests of the Standard. 


The justice of taxing the corporation 
could be shown also in a most con- 
clusive manner by bringing up the list 
of Pennsylvania refineries which but 
for the blighting hand of the Standard 
would to-day have been contributing 
to the wealth and industrial prosperity 
of the State which is so justly entitled 
to hold within its borders a large share 
of the treasure which its soil has 
yielded. There is nothing new in the 
statement of fact that the monopoly 
has laid its hand upon about 130 re- 
fineries in the State of Pennsylvania, 
and has driven from the business or 
purchased and dismantled not less 
than 90 of them. Ohio and New York 
are doing the refining business which 
might, except for the criminal con- 
spiracy of the Standard Oil Company’s 
officials with venal railway managers, 
have been done to a very large extent 
in close proximity to the source of pro- 
duction. This diversion of trade could 
not be pleasing to the people of Penn- 
sylvania. It represents not only the 
loss of prosperous industry, but it re- 
presents equally the impoverishing of 
hundreds of persons to whom those in- 
dustries were and would have been the 
seurces of a comfortable support. The 
Standard Oil Company has helped to 
fill the alms houses and asylums of 
Pennsylvania. Why should it not con 
tribute to their support? Surely the 
law cannot contemplate less. 





THE POSITION OF CANARY SEED. 
We gave in the last volume of the 
REPORTER some statistics in regard to 
the condition of canary seed in the 
market, and we showed that there was 
a stock on hand equivalent to between 
one and two years’ supply for consump- 
tive requirements. The estimate then 
made by us was based on the importa- 
tions for a number of years and the 
best attainable figures as to stocks. - 
We could see no logical reason at that 
time why the price of seed should go 
up and we so expressed ourselves. 
Since then the price has fallen until 
Smyrna seed has sold here at $1 874@ 
1 40, remaining at those prices until a 
few weeks ago, when, as our market 
reports have indicated, there was a 
sharp and sudden rise, and the tend- 
ency has still been upward until-now 
the nominal quotation is $1 75, at which

Vaseline and similar products are made from 

the petroleum residuum left in the still after the 
greater part of the petroleum has been distilled 
of, This residuum is filtered through animal 
charcoal. The product, as it comes from the fil- 
ter, varies in color, the first that comes through 
being pure white, changing to light straw color, 
then to dark straw color and toward the end of 
the process deep claret, the amount of the sev- 
eral colors varying somewhat according to the 
quality of the residuum, the quality and finencss 
of the animal charcoal and the skill of the oper- 
ator. Vaseline becomes liquid at 85 to 110° F., 
and its gravity varies from 20 to 34° B., accord- 
ing to the gravity of the residuum used in its pro- 
duction.—Editor O., P. and D. R.]

The date of a promissory note was changed 
from April 1, 1872, to April 1, 1873, without the 
maker’s knowledge, and the New York Court of 
Appeals, on December 15, decided. in Rogers 
vs. Vosburgh, that such an alteration was a 
material change in the note and invalidated it. 
They added that the allegation of the alteration 
raised a question of fact which must be deter- 
mined upon a trial, as the court had not the 
power to decide on the inspection of the note 
merely whether or not the change had been 
made. 

An action was brought to recover possession of 
goods from A, who had received them from B, 
with notice that he had procured them by fraud 
fromthe vendor. A became a bankrupt, and 
the vendor proved his claim and secured a divi- 
dend thereon, but he returned the dividend and 
had his claim expunged, and then brought this 
action upon the fraud. In this case, Moller vs. 
Tuska, the New York Court of Appeals, on De- 
cember 13, through Judge Danforth, said: The 
vendor had the right to elect to proceed on the 
sale or to disaffirm it and reclaim his property, 
and by that election his rights became fixed. 
These could not be extinguished except by re- 
lease, actual payment, or a new engagement, 
and the subsequent transaction with the assignee 
in bankruptcy could have no bearing on the 
question, for the vendor was bound by his 
election.

The Aniline Patent Cases. 


On Friday of last week, before Judge 
Blatchford, in the U. S. District Court, a 
motion was argued on the part of Read 
Holliday & Sons for a temporary injunction 
restraining Messrs. Pickhardt & Kuttroff 
from infringing the patent granted to 
Messrs. Holliday & Sons in Nov. last for‘‘acid 
magenta.” We have before referred to this 
singular case, but the argument on the 
motion brought out some additional facts 
which throw new light upon it. Suit 
has been commenced by R. H. & Sons, 
claiming priority of} invention and 
asking for the annulment of the 
other patent, together with damages \a 
and other relief. Messrs, Holliday & 4 
Sons were the first to move for a 
temporary injunction pending the trial of 
the suits, basing the motion upon the 
ground that the Patent Office, which isa 
court of competent jurisdiction in such 
cases, had decided in favor of the priority 
ot their invention, upon every pvint of 
issue raised by the other side after a liti- 
gation extending over four years and in- 
volving appeals to every branch of the 
office, even up to the Secretary of the In- 
terior. They therefore claimed that they 
had a prima facie right to the injunction, 
as the P. & K. patent was granted in dire- 
liction of their rights. These two patents 
it will be remembered were granted upon 
the same day. Pickhardt & K. claimed in 
opposition to the motion for an injunction 
that the patents were for two entirely 
different products, and therefore could not 
infringe, basing the claim upon a 
clause in their letters patent, which 
provides. for tLe use of anhydrous or 
crystalizable sulphuric acid instead of 
fuming sulphuric acid of 69@70 degrees 
Baume provided for in the Holliday patent, 
This change in the phraseology of the 
patent, it was claimed on the part of the 
plaintiff, was made after all the decisions 
had been rendered in the patent office, and 
did not appear in the original Oaro specifi« 
cation, and that it was therefore izregulas, 















































Farther, that there was no such thing in 
fact as pure anhydrous sulphuric acid, and 
” that crystallizable acid was simply # differ- 
ence in degree of fuming acid; that all the 
results claimed in their patent were pro- 
duced by the use of fuming acid of 69@ 
70 degrees Baume, and that under the de- 
cision in the ‘‘alizarine case” variations in 
the quality of the material employed would 
not entitle a second party to a patent 
provided the quality stated in the original 
patent produced the desired result. To 
this it was replied that crystallizable 
sulphuric acid was a totally different pro- 
duct from furming, and it was upon this 
ground that the examiner granted the 
patent toP.&K. They also averred that 
Holliday & Suns could not make acid fu- 
schien by their patent, and introduced in 
support ot this assertion an affidavit from 
Prcfessor Morton and one from Professor 
Chandler, stating tpat they had exumined 
_samples of acid magenta and acid fuschine 
B, and that they were different. They did 
not aver, however, that acid magenta could 
not be made according to the Holliday 
patent, or that they had tried to make it 
and failed. The otherside then introduced 
an affidavit of Prof. Seeley, accompanied 
by two bottles of aniline, one of which 
Prof. Seeley swore was the acid fuschine 
.B. sold by Pickhardt & Kuttroff, and the 
other he had himself made by the Holli- 
day formula, and that they were iden 
tical. They further produced _ the 
proceedings before the patent office, 
which disclosed experiments made 
by . patent experts before the Com- 
sioner conclusively demonstrating the 
feasibility of the Holliday method. The 
statement on the part of P. & K. that crys- 
talizable sulphuric acid was a different 
product from that named in their original 
specification, was turned against them by 
_the other side by the introduction of a 
patent law which provides that a specifica- 
tion cannot be amended by the introdtc- 
tion of wholly new matter, but that in such 
eases the proper proceeding is bya new 
application. The case was adjourned for 
one week in order to enable the defendants 
to put in additional affidavits.

Rapid Analysis of Opium. 

Messrs. Portes and Langlois contributed 
to a Jate number of the Journal de Pharmacie 
the following note upon a new procees for 
the rapid analysis of opium: Take from an 
average sample 7 grms of the opium; weigh 
out 3 grms of slaked lime, and measure 70 
, @cof distilled water. Mix the opium and 
lime very carefully, adding the water in 
small fractions, and leave the mixture for 
half an hour, stirring from time to time. 
Throw the whole upon a filter, and collect 
53cc of the liquid in a small glass pro- 
vided with a lid. Add tothe liquid 10cc 
of ether, and agitate. Dissolve in the 
liquid 3 grms ammonium chloride, agitat- 
ing to promote solution, and let settle for 
two hours. Decant off the ether, put a 
fresh quantity in its place, agitate and de- 
cant again. Collect the precipitate of 
morphia upon a filter without folds and 10 
¢ m in diameter, and wash the precipitate 
and the vessel with afew co of cold dis- 
tilled water. Wash the precipitate into 
the vessel which has served for precipita- 
tion by means of 50 c oc of distilled water. 
Add 5 c o of dilute sulphuric acid, contain- 
ing 1.617 per cent by measure of SO*4H?, 
and 4 drops of neutral litmus. If the 
liquid becomes red the opium does not 
contain 10 per cent of morphine, but if it 
is blue it exceeds the normal standard. 
To tind the deficiency or the excess: if the 
opium is too weak, drop in with the bur- 
ette a standard alkaline solution till the 
liquid is neutralized; 1f too strong, an acid 
liquid is dropped in, in a similar manner.

Tallow oil, strictly prime, commands 75c, but 
does not sell to any extent. There is a good deal 
of so-called prime tallow oil on the market 
which is composed, chiefly, of low grade lard 
and grease oil, that is procurable at 70c, or 
perhaps less, but as it does not come up to the 
ideas of buyers. and we hear of none selling. 

Manufactured whale is a trifle easier, owing to 
the low cost of competing oils. Makers now 
quote 58@59c for natural Winter, 60@6lc for 
Dleached Winter, and 63@64c for double 
bleached. The demand is steady but moderate. 

Manufactured sperm oil is somewhat unset- 
tled, but cannot be written lower. There isa 
great deal of outside oil bought previous to the 
last advance,and mixed oil also that are offering 
below manufacturers prices, and these have a 
depressing influence on the market. The posi- 
tion of crude at New Bedford remains very firm, 
and the indications point to a continuance of the 
present, or even a higher range of values. As 
soon as the outside lots of manufactured oil are 
worked off, there is no doubt that the market 
will be sustained at our outside quotations. 
During the past week there have been resales of 
natural Winter as low as $1 124, and of bleached 
down to $1 17. 

Crude menhaden oil is easier. As the time for 
the opening of the new season is drawing near, 
makers are beginning to show a willingness to 
come down to buyers’ ideas, but they do so 
slowly, and are trying to get the best prices 
they can. A full quotation for prime light 
oil would now be 37@%7¢c, but buyers 
are not disposed to pay above 35c 
or, at the outside, 36c. Jobbers are selling more 
oiland claim to get remunerative prices. We 
here of jobbing sales to the extent of 200 bbls 
at 37c, 50 bbis fair light Southern at a private 
price, thought to be 34c, and 150 bbls at 36l¥¢c. 
The nominal quotations at the close were 37@ 
38c for light and 35@36c for brown to good mer- 
chantable. 

The pressed oils are selling to a moderate ex- 
tent, and prices are beginning to tend in buyers’ 
favor. Light is not quotable above 40@4lIc, and 
38@30c will buy dark. Since our last there have 
been sales reported of 200 bbls of the former and 
100 bbls of the latter at these figures. Bank and 
straits are quoted at 38 and 40c respectively. 
Bleached oil effect by the lower price for winter 
cottonseed oil has declined, and though the latter 
has recovered 2@3c per gallon, there has been no

Paraffine oils continue scarce on the spot, 
though we hear there is plenty of stock in out- 
side markets. Here 25 gravity is difficult to ob- 
tain, except in small quantities, though we heard 
of a sale of 250 bbls at 18c delivered. The nomi- 
nal quotations on the spot are 184@19. For 28 
gravity there is a good demand, and 15c is readily 
paid. The offerings are moderate, and as raw 
material continues scarce and high, holders are 
firm in their views. We hear of sales of 300 bbis 
atl5c. There are few large sales being made, 
buyers showing little disposition to anticipate 
future requirements, notwithstanding the pros- 
pect of increased prices. There are no new fea- 
tures reported with regard to the “ring"’ brands. 
Prices for these remain steady and unchanged. 

Black oils are in active request both for home 
and export account. The ,weaker cold tests re- 
ceive the most attention, as the weather will 
soon be too warm for 15° and zero. The tone of 
the market is somewhat easy on the latter, but 
prices have not declined. Holders of 15 cold 
test will accept 11}<c, and sales have been made 
at this price, though the quantity taken was not 
large. For 25 and 30 cold test 10@10<c are full 
quotavions, but these prices will only be accepted 
ou large purchases. Sales of 500 barrels are re- 
ported at 10@11c as to quantity and seller. There 
have been no further large sales of summer re- 
duced oil reported, but there is more inquiry and 
a firmer tone prevails. It is doubtful if a seller 
could be found who would be willing to accept 
less than 7c. The quoted rangeis7@74c. There 
is nothing of special interest reported by the 
“ring” manufacturers. 

@ylinder stocks are wanted and the demand 
seems to be quite equal to the supply. Since the 
large sales of light filtered mentioned in our last 
the market has advanced, and the cheapest lots 
now offered cannot be bought below 30c, while 
32@35ce is generally asked. Dark filtered oils are 
also firmer, There have been sales of some fine 
goods at 22c, in carload lots, and this is now the 
inside quotation. There are some cold test 
filtered oils on the market that are offered at 
35@40c. Steam refined is in good demand, both 
home and export buyers being large purchasers. 
The market for these is steady but prices show no 
change. 

Smith's Ferry oils remain quiet with prices 
nominal and unchanged. We continue to quote 
17@18c for 34 gravity and 20@21c for 30 gravity, 
according to quantity.

Exporters had withdrawn, and 
though there were further inquiries from the 
East, the views of buyers were below what hold- 
ers cared to accept. At the beginning of Decem- 
ber a better feeling was developed, though there 
was not much business done, With the opening 
of the second week the demand improved, and 
over 1000 bbls were taken for home consumption. 
The market closed that week much firmer, from 
34 to 37¢ being demanded for good merchantable 
to prime light. The demand continied good 
during the third week,and though the stock had 
by this time been reduced to about 5000 bbls, 
manntfacturers showed more inclination to meet 
buyers’ views. Sales of good merchantable 
quality to prime light were made at 34 to 36c, 
and dark oil sold at 32@33i¢c. At theend of 
the month the market had become firmer again. 
A prime light colored oil was not procurable 
below 37c, and 36¢ was the lowest price accepted 
for good merchantable. Buyers had withdrawn 
from the market, refusing to pay the prices de- 
manded, and the year closed with a dul) market. 
There was no dark or inferior oil offering, and 
the remaining stock of other grades was con- 
trolled by two city houses, with instructions 
from manufacturers not to grant shadings. 


The fishing season was one of the poorest 
known since any record of the results of the 
different seasons has been kept. Early in the 
Summer a prominent fisherman prophesied that 
the catch in 1881 would be the smallest ever 
known. He based his conjecture on the fact 
that the immense number of menhaden caught 
during the past few years has materially reduced 
the number of producing fish, and he thought 
that until the schools of small fish which last 
year swarmed all along the coast had 
attained the proper size, the results of 
fishing operations would prove unsatisfactory. 
Whether this is to be considered a true solution 
ofthe question or not, the fact remains that the 
“yield of oil has been growing smaller during the 
past few years, as will be seen by the following 
table compiled from the annual reports of the 
Statistic Committee of the United States Men- 
haden Oil and Guano Association:

It will be seen that although the catch in ‘isso 
Was next to the largest made during the nine 
years the average yield per thousand was the 
smallest on record. Last season the catch was 
not very much below the average, yet the total 
yield of oil was the smallest ever known. This 
may be partly accounted for by the fact that the 
fishermen have been compelled to go farther for 
the fish, the-value of which, when they were 
brought to the factories, was greatly impaired.

Tuxrspay Eventine, Feb. 28, 1882, 
Heavy Chemicals. 

There is not much change to note in this mar- 
ket and business continues to be of a moderate 
character. Orders have been light and only for 
small parcels, buyers still showing no disposition 
to take large lots. The market is steady, 
however, notwithstanding the lightness of 
the demand and but little shading is 
being done, prices being well maintained, 
and sellers are not forcing goods.

‘Plate Glass Making. 


The struggle which the plate glass in- 
dustry in-the United States has past 
through is familiar.to mostof our readers, 
That it may now fiirly claim to‘have “got 
over the pole bridges” and fairly entered 
upon the highway to success seems to be 
admitted, though the industry will long 
carry a heavy debit account in tke vast 
amounts that have been sunk in efforts to 
establish it among American industries. 
Whether the pioneersin this enterprise, 
could they have forseen the cost of the 
success of their undertaking, would have 
deemed the game worth the powder, even 
if they could have been assayed against the 
financial ruin which has overtaken them, 
may naturally be doubted, but having ac- 
complished so much as they to-day repre- 
sent, the industry merits encouragement. 
The Chicago Journal of Commerce makes 
plate glass the subject of a tariff article, 
and gives the following facts concerning 
the.American factories and the processes 
employed in making and finishing the 
plate: 

The first company organized in this country 
for the manufacture of plate glass was at Lenox, 
Mass. It wasa failure, The next practical or- 
ganization was at New Albany, Ind., and in this 
Mr. Washington DePauw lost hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars before the country would under- 


stand that thé industry would be valuable to the 
ountry and place a duty upon foreign makes. ; 


men. Plate glass is manufactured too hasti- 
ly here. ‘The art is ‘a fine one, and the -ut- 
most patience and skill is needed to pro 
duce the finest article. .The largest plate glass 
ever exhibited in this country was that seen. at 
the. Centennial. in 1876. Its dimensions were 
twenty-two feet by ten feet. six inches. ,It was 
manufactured in France. This plate in its en- 
tirety never had any practical use, and was af- 
terwards cut up and used. The largest plate 
made in this country was made at Louisville for 
the Centennial, but broken in transportation. The 
process of manufacture is very long and tedious. 
The glass is melted in large clay pots holding 
| about a thousand pounds of liquid each, which is 
subjected to.a yery intense heat. The most ad- 
vanced. manufacturers, use the, “Siemens” gas 
| burner, for, the use.of which in this country a 
very large royaltyis charged. 

The preparation of the pots is most ineinenhs 
They are made of German of “Stourbridge” 
clay, and to properly dry them from five to six 
months is required. Unless thoroughly made 
there is liability of breakage in the fire,involving 
the loss of the pot and its contents ~a loss of 
about $100. When the “batch’’ has been suffi- 
ciently melted, the furnace door is opened, and 
by means of a crane the pot is elevated and the 
metal cast upon a heated steel table. Over the 
molten mass a heavy roller is drawn which pro-

and polishing, and is sold for skylight and yault- 
lights. Now the plate is fi€ for grinding, 

The methods of grinding differ somewhat in: 
different factories, although the common prac 
tice is to put two plates of glass together and 
then move them rapidly one over the other, 


Very ingenious machinery is used in England for ~ 


the succeeding stages. The glass is cast usually of 

a thickness of one half inch, but by the successive 

processes of grinding it is reduced to as near one- 

quarter of aninch,as possible. If the surface is 
free from defects and uniform when the.thick- 

ness of three-eights of an inch has been rerehed,. 
the plate. is finished, as the thickness is not ob- 

jectionable, although one-quarter of an inch is 
the standard. The final polishing is done by 

hand, and large numbers of girls and children are 

employed in many of the factories for thig.pur- 

pose.. It. is not uncommon at this stage of the 

manvfacture an accident will break into frag- 

ments the finished plate. The pieces are gather- 
ed:up and melted over again to go through the 

same process. After completion of the polishing 

the plate is carried to the stock-room, and there 
awaits its sale.

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On the Utilization of Oil Foots and 
Refuse Grease in the Manufacture 


of Soft-Soap. 
By W. J. Menzies, 


Many oil dealers and manufacturers 
often have “foots” of oil, thick oil, or 
waste grease and discolored tallow, which 


they have some difficulty in disposing of, 


and which can only be sold at a low price 
Now it is not generally 


as a refuse article, 
known that all these waste products can 
be readily turned into soft soap, which can 
be sold by the oil dealer or manufacturer 
*8 & potash soft-soap at a good profit, es- 
pecially in districts where there is a Ger- 
man population. These people are accus- 
tomed at home to use a potash soap; they 
know its superiority as compared with a 
soda soap, and the ‘“‘wirkliche schmier- 
seife des Vaterlandes” is much missed by 
Germans when first coming to America for 
all house purposes, but especially for 
washing woolen goods. 

The ready utilisation of these waste oils 
and greases would have been impossible a 
short time ago. The manufacture ef soft 
soap with Montreal potashes was a difficult 
operation, requiring special knowledge of 
soap making, long boiling, large pans and 
much room for manufacturing—in fact it 
was a special trade that could not be carried 
on ona small scale. The introduction of 
caustic potash, combined with saponifica- 
tion by the cold process, has, however, 
changed ull this, and rendered the process 
of soft soap making perfectly easy, even on 
asmall scale, without the necessity of any 
special skill or apparatus. 


The process is simply as follows: Take 
twenty pounds of pure caustic potash, put 
itin any iron or earthenware vessel, with 
two gallonsof cold soft water. The caustic 
potash when pure dissolves almost imme- 
diately, heating the water. Now add the 
caustic potash lye thus made to nine gal- 
lons of oil, or 75 pounds of refuse grease 
or melted tallow of any kind, in both cases 
slightly heating until warm to the hand. 
Stir in the lye with a flat wooden stirrer, 
until it is well combined with the heated 
oil or grease, and the mixture appears 
smooth and even ; afew minutes for this 
operation is all that is neccessary. For a 
mixing pan half an old oil barrel is a con- 
venient vessel to use, When the mixing 
18 complete wrap up the half barrel with 
blankets, er woolen rags, to keep in the 
heat caused by the lye and oil slowly com- 
bining and turning into soap, and allow it 
to stand in a warm place four or five days. 
If after this time the mixture appears even 
and well combined the operation is com- 
Plete ; but if any oil is floating on the top 
stir all well up again, cover up, put 
a8 near a fire as possible, and 
leave for two or three days more, when 
lye and oil will then be found properly 
combined. Now turn ont this concentrated 

— soft soap into a boiling kettle with 
alf its weight of water—that is to say, 
oat six gallons; gently heat with’ con- 

t stirring until the concentrated soar 







































course, very much upon the juice of the 
oil or grease used. Made on a small scale, 
ty an oil dealer, with thick oil or foots, 
and discolored grease, it may fairly be 
taken about as follows: 

20 Ibs caustic pot. retail at 15c. . $3 00 
20 lbs—say two gallons soft water to mix... 000 
56 lbs—say 7 gals oil foots, at 25c per gal... 175 
20 Ibs refuse discolored tallow, at 4c per lb. 0 80 
60 lbs—say six gallons water to remelt 000 
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Product about 170 lbs pot. soft-soap costing. $5 55 
being at the rate of 334 cents per pound. 
More water may be added in the remelt- 
ing process, to bring down the cost, but 
the soap will be thinner, and if too much is 
added it will be rather inclined to be 
“stringy.” If made on a larger scale the 
caustic potash could be obtained in large 
packages at the wholesale price of 9 cents 
per pound, which would bring down the 
cost of the soft soap to a little over 2 cents 
per pound. The actual cost, however, in 
many cases would be considerably less, as 
the thick oil or discolored grease, by this 
process made available for soft soap mak- 
ing, would if sold be almost worthless. 
Soft soap is often much adulterated to 
make a cheap article. Silicate of soda, 
rosin, starch, and many other substances 
are put in, either to cheapen the cost of 


water. In many cases also a so-called 
“soft soap” is sold that contains no potash 
at all, but is simply a soda soap dissolved 
in much water, and therefore a most 
worthless article. By making it, there- 
fore, for actual consumption, or by the 
oil dealer or manufacturer to sell to his 
own trade, by the process just described, 
there is always the satisfaction of knowing 
that it is a genuine article, without adul- 
teration. Consumers soon find out the 
difference between a pure and an adulter- 
ated article, and give the tormer a prefer- 
ence. This method of making soap, there- 
fore, is advantageous to the oil dealer in a 
twofold manner ; not only does it utilize a 
waste product at a good profit, but estab- 
lishes a reputation$with his customers for 
a genuine article. 

In conclusion, one hint to oil dealers 
and middlemen. Nowadays, when any ar- 
ticle sold under the name and brand of 
any maker gets a special reputation it sells 
itself; dealers must keep it. The manu- 
facturer then has it all his own way and 
can put up the wholesale price or cut down 
the trade discount as he likes. Now all this 
is avoided by the dealer selling an article 
under his own name. This potash soft soap 
business is a good case in point. Sold in 
boxes or tins for household consumption, 
containing only a few pounds, there isa 
very large sale in England, Germany, and 
elsewhere on the continent of Europe, It 
would be easy for the dealer to get the tins 
or boxes, spend a few dollarsin having 
printed a simple label such as “Smith’s 
pure potash soft soap; a specialty for wash 
jng flannels and woolens ; warranted pure 
and unadulterated.” It is astonishing, 
even from small beginnings, to what di- 
mensions a trade of this kind will some- 
times grow, particularly if the article sold 
is a really genuine one. The trade also

once established under ones own name and 
brand is a permanent one. This subject 
of potash soft soap, therefore, is well 
worth the study of all oil dealers and others 
who have nt times refuse oil or grease that 
they cannot otherwise dispose of. 
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Gallie Acid. 


As this acid has its uses in the arts, its 
preparation has become of importance. 

In a very great number of vegetable pro- 
ducts, along with tannin there is founda 
peculiar soluble acid of an astringent taste, 
to which the name gallic acid has been giv- 
en. Without doubt this acid is formed in 
the plant at the expense of the tannin by 
some particular vital process of which the 
secret has escaped us, but this transforma- 
tion is never considerable ; the gallic acid 
never accompanies the tannin in a large 
proportion, and of the two compounds it is 
always the latter which predominates. 


The earliest methods ot preparing gallic 
acid have for their object its direct extrac- 
tion from the plants containing it, and its 
separation from the accompanying tannin 
and extractive matter. But these methods 
being expensive, and yielding only a small 
quantity of product, have been abandoned 
since the progress of chemistry has shown 
processes for the complete convertion or 
tannin into gallic acid. 

Among the vegetable products richest in 
tannin rank catechu, the bark of the oak, 
pomegranate shells, sumac, and above all, 
gall-nuts. The last mentioned is always 
used as the raw material for the industrial 
preparation of gallic acid. 

Two methods may be em}; loyed for this 
purpose ; the one due to Liebig is founded 
upon the use of sulphuric acid, whilst the 
other, devised by Bracounct, depends upon 
fermentation. 

The method of Liebig is to extract the 
tannin from the galls with water, to pre- 
cipitate the solution thus obtained with 
sulphuric acid, and to boil for some min 
utes the precipitate thus obtained with the 
sulphuric acid diluted with 7 to 8 times its 
weight of water. This short boiling suf- 
fices to transform the tannin into gallic 
acid. M. Stenhouse modifies this process 
by using muriatic instead of sulphuric 
acid. But this process furnishes only a 
scanty yield, deeply colored, and it there- 
fore is not practically used, the fermenta- 
tion method being preferred 

It is already more than forty years since 
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the principles of the fermentation metiea—~ 
were laid down by Braconnot. He takes 
the gall-nuts entire, piles them up in a 
heap, and pours water upon them, so that 
they were almost entirely covered. Thus 
moistened they were left at a temperature 
of 77 deg to 86 deg. F. They absorbed 
water, swelled gradually; fermentation set 
in, which from the smell given off seemed 
to be alcoholic, and when this appeared at 
an end the moist nuts were wrapped in 
cloths and pressed. The paste is then 
treated with water at 212 deg. F., and the 
liquors pressed out are mixed together, 
and quickly deposit crystals of gallic acid. 
This method, slightly modified in accord- 
ance with the dictates of experience, serves 
at present for the preparation of the large 
quantities of gallic acid consumed in the 
arts. It is carried out in the following 
manner- - 

The gall nuts arein the first place se- 
lected. The most esteemed are those which 
pass under the name of green galls; the 
white galls ought to be rejected. The 
green quality yield 40 per cent of their 
weight of gallic acid, whilst the white ones 
do not yield more than 20 percent. The 
nuts are bruised in a mill, and then con- 
veyed into the fermentationroom. This is 
a chamber whose floor forms a lead trough 
about 11 inches deep, and varying in 
length and breadth wit: the quantity of 
material to be worked u. The mass is 
carefully spread out, end sprinkled with 
a quantity of hot water «uficicnt to mois- 
ten it; for two or three days more water is 
added according as it is absorbed; when 
this moistening process is complete, the 
galls are placed in neaps, about a yard wide 
and 30 inches high, by which arrangement 
the heat is kept up more evenly. 

After a few days the fermentation begins, 
and the temperature rises in the interior of 
the heaps to 112 deg. F.; the surface of the 
nuts becomes covered with a red and grey 
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mouldiness; for a month after the 
mixture has been made the tem- 
perature remain stationary, and then 
decreases to 86 deg. F. About 


three months are required for the comple- 
tion of the fermentation, and during all 
this sime the mass must be frequently 
sprinkled so as to keep it constantly damp. 

When the fermentation is complete the 
gall-nuts are submitted to the press. For 
this purpose they are wrapped in cloths, 
which are piled in a framework of very 
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solid svood, pierced with holes, and ex- 
posed to a gradual pressure. There, flo 

outablack, thick liquid containing gummy 
and extractive matters, which would greatly 
interfere with the crystallization of the gal- 
lic acid. The press cakes are then boiled 
with water in a wooden vat lined with 
lead. This at first is half filled with 
water, the temperature of which is raised 
by means of a steam worm. When it boils 
the cakes are thrown in and the mixture is 
constantly stirred with wooden agitators. 

To the boiling liquid 1-1000th part of 
sulphuric acid at 130 deg. Tw. is added, 
This renders the subsequent filtrations 
easier, and may help to transform any por- 
tions of tannin which have escaped fermen- 
tation into gallic acid. 

Two hours after the addition of the acid 
the steam is shut off and the liquid is let 
to settle for 12 hours. The clear liquid is 
then drawn off with a siphon and filtered 
through a cloth supported on a frame 
The sediment is boiled a second time like 
the first. 

The liquors from these two operations 
are heated in long leaden tanks, heated by 
means of lead steam-pipes, till a scum be- 
gins to form on the surface. The rolution 
is then left to cool in earthen pans. At the 
end of 24 hours the solution congeals into 
a paste of deeply-colored crystals, which 
are’ crude gallic acid. This is strongly 
pressed, redissolved in a leaden pan, and 
the boiling liquid is filtered. The gallic 
acid thus obtained is still colored. and is 
pressed and redissolved with the addition 
of some animal charcoul. The solution is 
filtered, and into each crystallising pan is 
put a little muriatic acid, which serves to 
decolorise the product by dissolving out 
the gallate of iron. Thus by repeated 
crystallisations the gallic acid is obtained 
in fine yellowish crystals.—Teinturier 


Pratique. 


Assaying Opium. 


The following is the process for the 
assay of opium, published by Dr. Squibb, 
in his Hphemeris. It is, as the doctor ex- 
plains, a modification of Fluckiger’s pro- 
cess, already well known to chemists. That 
so eminent an authority as Dr. Squibb 
vouches for its substantial accuracy and 
manageability will be sufficient to com- 
mend it to the attention of our readers: 


Take of opium in its commercial condition 10 
grammes—154.32 grains. If commercial pow- 
dered opium is to be assayed for morphia, it 
should not be dried, but should be weighed for 
the assay in the condition in which it is found in 
the market, and in which it is to be dispensed. 
If commercial moist opium is to be assayed for 
morphia, the taking of the sample for assay is a 
matter ef great importance, because it is highly 
probable unless by accident, no two lumps of a 
case are exactly the same morphia strength. 
Henee it is that assays of mojst opium are at best 
only close approximations, though sufficient for 
practical purposes. About every tenth lump of 
a case should be sampled by cutting out a cone- 
shaped piece from the middle of the lump, with 
an ordinary pocket knife. Then from the side of 
each cone,a small strip is taken from point to 
base, not exceeding say half a gramme from 
cones which would average 10 to 15 grammes, 
and the cone is then returned to its place in the 
lump. The little strips are then worked intoa 
homogeneous mass by the fingers, and the mass 
is then wrapped intin foil, moist cloth or paper, to 
prevent drying, until it can be weighed off for 
assay: When opened to be weighed off, it is 
best to weigh at. once three portions of 10 
grammes each. In one portion the moisture is 
determined l-y drying it on a tared capsule until 
it ceases to lose weight at 100° C.—212 F. An- 
other portion is used for immediate assay, and 
the third is reserved for a check assay if desira- 
ble. Put the weighed portion into flask, or com- 
mon wide-mouthed vial of 120 c.o,—4 fiuid- 
ounces capacity, tared and fitted with a good 
cork. Add 100 c. c.—3.3 fluidounces of water,— 
distilled water by preference, but this is essential 
only when common water contains an unusual 
amount of inorganic matter,—and shake well. 
Allow it to macerate over night, or for about 12 
hours, with occasional shaking, and thon shake 
well and transfer the magma to a filter of about 
10 centimeters—4 inches diameter, which has 
been placed ina funnel and well wetted. As it 
is the shaking which accomplishes the object 
here in view, rather than the standing, the time 
of maceration can be easily shortened even to 
three hours, if the shaking be frequent and 
active. —As. rare exceptivuns,; some ‘powdered 
opiums will be found which through natural con- 
ditions give a magma with water which wil! not 
filter, or filter so very slowly that the water sol- 
yent becomes impracticable. When this is dis- 
covered, the magma is thrown away 
and a fresh portion of powder is taken. Wash 


$bis by egtvation in the bottle with 90 ©, 0.2 Au: 
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more ether, and pour this onto the opium in the 
filter. When this has passed through wash the 
filter and opium with 10 c. o.—,.33 fiuidounce 
more ether applied drop by drop around the ed- 
ges of the filter and on the surface of the opium. 
Then dry the pewder 6n the filter and use it as in 
the case of epium which does not need to be first 
washed with ether, 


Opium which is adulterated, or standardized by 
admixture with dextrine, gums, sugar or gluco- 
sides, yields an impracticable magma with water, 
and ether washing to such does little or no good. 
All such samples have to be exhausted with an 
alcoholic solvent.. If not much adulterated a 
mixture of equal measures of alcohol (8. g. .820) 
and water will answer best, but generally a mix- 
ture of two measures of alcohol :(s. g: .€20) with 
one measure of water is to be used, instead of 
water alone, for the exhaustion, and as this mix- 
ture is not as good a solvent for the morphia salts 
in the opium as water, more of it is required, and 
the wastiing and percolating should be carried to 

3 250 c. 0.8;33 fluidounces of solution from the 
10 grammes=-54.132 grains of opium. The pro- 
cess after exhaustion is the same as where the 
water is used as the solvent. 


Filter off the solution into a tared or marked 
vessel and percolate the residue on the filter 
with water dropped onto the edges of the filter 
and the residue until the filtrate measures about 
120 c. c.—4 fluidounces, and set this strong solu- 
ition aside. Then return the residue to the bottle 
by means of a very small spatula, without break- 
ing or disturbing the filter in the funnel, add 30 
c.c. 1 fluidounce of water, shake well and re- 
'tarn the magma to the filter. When drained 
|rinse the bottle twice, each time with 10 c.c.—.33 
fluid ounce water, and pour the rinsings upon 
the residue. When this has passed through, 
/wash the filter and residue with 20 oc. c.—.66 
fluid ounce of water, applied drop by drop 
around the sides of the filter, and upon the con- 
jtents. When the filter has drained, there should 
|be about,70 c. c.—2.33 fluidounces of the weaker 
solution. This (120 plus 70—) 190 o. c.—6.33 
fiuidounces of total solution will practically ex- 
haust almost any sample of 10 grammes ~154.32 
grains of opium. But occasionally a particularly 
rich opium, or one in coarse powder, or an 
originally moist opium which has by slow dry- 
ing become hard and flinty, will require further 
exhaustion. In all such cases, or cases of doubt, 
the residue should again be removed from the 
filter and shaken with 30 c. c.—1 fluid ounce of 
water, and returned, and be again washed as be- 
fore. The filter and residue are now to be dried 
until they cease to lose weight at 100° C,—212° F, 
If any residue remains in the bottle, the 
bottle is also to be dried in an inverted position 
and weighed. Evaporate the weaker sc- 
lution in a tared capsule of about 200 c.c.—6.66 
fluidounces capacity, without a stirrer, on a 
water-bath until reduced to about 20 grammes 
—309 grains. Now add the 120c.c. of stronger 
solution, thereby subjecting this portion to the 
shortest practicable heating with least injury to 
the alkaloid—and eyaporate the whole again to 
about 20 grammes—309 grains. Cool the capsule 
and contents, and when cool add 5 ¢. o.—'17 fluid 
ounce of alcohol (s. g. .820), and stir until a uni- 
form solution is obtained, and no extract ad- 
hering undissolved on the.capsule. If this solu- 
tion should contain an appreciable precipitate, 
as from rare specimens of opium it will, it must 
be filtered, and the filter be carefully washed 
through.

(6. @: .960) atid shake the 
flask. vigorously until the crystalg begin to separ, 
ate.” set the flask Aside in & Cod! plade for 
12 hours, that the crystallization may be com- 
pleted: This sheking secures the crystallization 
in very small erystals, so-as-to -be-easily- washed 
and not adherent to'the flask. The orystals will 
then be found partly at the bottom of the flask 
and partly in the ether at the surface of the lower 
dark, watery solution. If the shaking be fre- 
quent and vigorous, two or three hours’ time will 
be sufficient to complete the crystallization, or if 
it be continuous half an hour will be sufficient, 
but as a general rule it is better to allow the flask 
to stand over night. When there is no haste, a 
very good method is to macerate the opium over 
one night—prepare the solution during 
the day and allow the second night 
for completing the crystallization. Then 
finish the assay on the second day. 
If there te haste, however, the assay may 
be completed in one day by the vigorous and fre- 
quent shaking above indicated. Indeed, macera- 
tion without agitation or percolation is compara- 
tively useless after the powder to be exhausted 
becomes completely saturated; and crys- 
tallization in» a dense liquid like this is 
very slow if convection. or liquid diffu-

Pour off the ethereal stratum 
from the fiask, as closely as possible, onto a 
tdred filter of about 20 centimetres—4 inches in 
diameter, well: wetted with ether. Add 20 
Cc. ¢.—.66 fluidounce of ether to the contents of 
the flask, rinse round without shaking, and again 
pour off the ethereal stratum as closely as pos- 
sible onto the filter, keeping the funnel covered. 
When the ethereal solution is nearly all through, 
wash down the edges and sides of the filter with 
5c. ¢.—.17 fluidounce of ether, and aliow the 
filter to drain with the cover off. Then pour on 
the remaining contents of the flask ‘and cover 
the funnel. “ When the liquid has nearly all 
passed through, rinse the flask twice with 5 
©, C.~,17 filuidounce of water each time, pouring 
the rinsings with all the crystals that can be 
loosened onto the filter, and dry the flask in an 
inverted ‘or ‘horizontal ‘position, ‘and when 
thoroughly dry weigh’ it. Wash the filter and 
erystals with 30 ©.,¢.—.33. fluidounce of; water 
applied drop by drop to the edges of the filter. 
When drained, remove the filter and contents 
from the funnel, close the edges of the filter to- 
gether, and compress it gently between many 
folds of bibulous paper. Then dry it at 100°C, 
212° F. and weigh it. Remove the crys- 
tals of morphia from the filter, brush it off 
and reweigh it to get the tare to be sub- 
tracted. The’ remainder, added to the weight 
of the crystals in the flask, will give the total 
yield of morphia, in clean distinct small light- 
brown crystals. Take a small portion of these 
crystals, rub them into very fine powder and 
weigh off ‘1 gramme, equal to 1.54 grains. Put 
this in a large test tube fitted with a good cork 
and add 10 o, o., equal to ‘33 fluidounce of offici+ 
nallime water, Shake occasionally, when the 
whole of the powder should dissolve, (Absence 
of narcotine,) (Fluckiger). In pouring off the 
etherial stratum from the flask as closely as pos- 
sible, a little of the dark liquid and érystals will 
pass with it, but this is of no consequence. The 
second portion of ether is added to dilute the re- 
mainder of the first, so as to get as much of it as 
possible separated before the watery liquid is 
poured into the filter, because this first ether 
eontains all the narcotine and oily matters of the 
solution, and asthe ether evaporates off from 
these they are deposited in the filter and with 
the morphia, and would. be weighed with it. 
During this ethereal filtration the funnel is kept 
closely covered to prevent this evaporation and 
precipitation, but afterthe edges have been 
washed down with fresh ether, and the whole 
has passed through, there is so little of it left 
with the watery portion, and that little is 40 di- 
luted that the whole may be poured on together. 
In adding the last or diluting portion of ether to 
the flask it is a little better to shake the whole 
contents together vigorously, but then it becomes 
necessary to wait a half hour or more for a com- 
plete separation before the ether can be poured 
off well. In pouring off this second portion, in 
order to leave as little ether as possible in the 
flask, it must be done very slowly, and toward 
the last, in order to get it close, a cubic centi- 
meter or two of the dark liquid will pass out with 
it, but this is of no consequence, as it does not in- 
terfere with the ether filtration. The ether-wet 
filter does not filter the watery solution rapidly, 
and with some opiums very slowly indeed. And 
when this ocours the crystals are always darker 
and more likely to contain nareotine. When the 
filtration ia so slow as to be impracticable an- 
other assay must be made up to the point of the 
filtration. Then the filter must be wetted with 
water instead of ether, and the dark watery solu- 
tion be filtered first. This is easily done by cov- 
ering the mouth of the flask with the end of the 
finger and slowly inverting the flask. The dark 
liquid will then occupy the neck and can be let 
out slowly onto the filter to the last drop, leaving 
the whole etheral‘liqaid in the flask. The dper- 
ator should be careful that no crystals remain on 
his finger. When the dark liquid has all passed 
through, the filter should be well washed with 
about 10 c. c. of water and be dried. Then the 
etheral liquid ‘and the remaindér of the crystals

tion to 10 grammes instead of to 20, adding5 
c. c. of alcohol instead of 10, and 2.5 or 3 6, o. of 
ammonia instead of 4. The lime-water test for 
the harcotine'{n the results of the assay {8 Quite 
sufficient, since nothing excpt coloring matter is 
so likely or so liable to be present as narcotine, 
The only difficulty fs to know when the lime- 
water has surely dissolved all that it will dissolve, 
This is facilitated by having a very fine powder, 
and then good judgment is required to know the 
value or significance of undissolved residues 
when they are small. 


How Soap is Made. 
(Continued from page 373.) 

The soap kettles are large cylindrical ves. 
sels made of boiler iron, open at the top 
and having a conical bottom. They are 
heated by means of iron steam pipes coiled 
into an inverted cone to correspond with 
the shape of the bottom, Another coil or 
single ring of steam pipes is placed near 
the bottom and perforated with numerous 
holes; this latter is termed the ‘open 
steam,” or “blow” pipe, and the tormer the 

‘close steam pipe.” They are used at dif- 
ferent stages of the boiling, to effect a 
thorough mingling and heating of the ma- 
terials. There are pipes leading from the 
bottom of the kettle for the discharge of 
the ‘‘spent lye,” and a large pipe near the 
bottom, through which the finished soap 
is drawn directly into the cooling frames. 
A part of the side of the kettlesat the top 
is arranged to be removed, to facilitate 
“dipping” the soap into frames. This 
method of emptying the kettles is adapted 
to thick soaps, which cannot be conveni- 
ently drawn from the bottom, 

Now for the boiling process. A quantity 
of lye, prepared as described, is allowed to 
run into the soap kettle, and when heated 
by steam is ready to combine with the vil, 
which is allowed to flow gradually upon 
the lyé; more lye is added from time to 
time, as may be required, until, the oil 
having combined with the soda, the whole 


weak soap, disdolved in the water which 
iad contained the soda. Salt is then freely 
scattered over the surface of the soap, and 
as it descends through it, it becomes dis- 
solved in the water. This heavy solution 
precipitates to the bottom of the kettle, 


‘while the lighter soap, insoluble in salt 


Whter, floats above. This salt water, oF 
‘gpent lye”‘as it is termed, is drawn of 
below. Repeated additions of lye, as men- 
tioned before, are made, and after boiling 
ahd’ salting out, are drawn off, until the 
soap has becdmwne sufficiently strong, oF, in 
other words, completely saponified. It is 
thén purified by running into it a quan- 
tity of water, which has the effect of thin- 
ning it, ‘so that any chance impurities and 
any excess of lye, after sufficient time has 


‘elapsed ‘for settling, may be drawn from 


the bottom. of the kettle, a very cemplete 
and distinct separation having been ef- 
fected. 

The value of washing out the surplus or 
“free” lye cannot be overestimated, for the
